Megapoint credits are given for and contest which has a club competition and which is 
entered by our club. Credits are given based on your contribution to the club tatal. 
To equalize the scoring opportunities between the various contests, a multiplier is ap- 
plied to your scorein each contest to arrive at the credet for the award. 

The multipliers for the various contests are shown below.

If club members submit logs for other contests besides those listed above, credit will 
be given as determined by the contest committee if the club mables the results listing, 
usually 3 logs. 
If a station is operated by a guest operator will be devided between the host and the 
guest in a proportion to be determined by them. Likewise when a miltiple operator 
entry is made, the points earned will be divided as desired by the qroup. In each 
case, advise the Contest Chairman how the points are to be divided. All records are 
kept by the contest Chairman and you need only submit your log for credit. Points 
are acumulated on a year to your basis so you can take as long as lou need to qu- 
alify . 
Totals for stations active in the program will be published at Jesat once per year. 
A handsome plaque, thanks to W2KI and XYL Judy, is awarded to qualifiers with 
a distinctive badge for your club jacket comeing from Herb/K2HPV. An endorsement 
for each additional million paints is also awarded to qualifiers.
